Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Ebling discloses a different 
technology which while using PIDs to construct an IPG based on data, the data is not video data, the data is used to construct and IPG 
database from which a graphic foyer IPG page will be constructed after it is acquired. In contrast Applicant's use PIDs to identify video 
bearing streams and do not involve storing data, instead the IPG is delivered to the viewer via continuous video streaming. The Examiner 
equates the base PID of Ebling with the Applicants IPG page. As Applicants PIDs identify streams, continuously transmitting picture video, 
audio, the Examiners interpretation is incorrect. (Pages 6-9) 

The Examiner agrees that Ebling and the Applicant utilize a different approach to presenting the IPG data, however the Examiner 
respectfully notes that the features that Applicant notes as being different are not present in the claims. The Examiner suggests applicant 
amend the claims in such a way to clearly differentiate between the prior art of record and Applicant's invention. Applicants current claim 
language does not encapsulate the idea that the PIDs are video data, which require no storage, interpretation and rendering to display the 
various IPG regions and instead are rendered continously. As such, the combination of the prior art of record still teaches each and every 
element of the claims..
